~ ard Oil Company is g0ing to put back its big force 
of workmen August first, and get as busy as Pres- 
ident Harding js trying to please horh the people 
and the politicians. Well, now, ain’t you sorry 
you leaked all those tears and Wasted all that 
grief about Richmond going to the demnition bow- 
wows? We knew all this layolf business was only 
temporary, all the time, but didn't say much about 
it because the big corporation probably would not 
take kindly to our discussing its private affairs. 
There was a reason for all this temporary unem- 
ployment, all over America, and likely many do not 
know just what that reason was, but no matter, 
as long as it is only a temporary affair, why 
worry about details? August first is only a few 
weeks away, and by that time the reason will 
exist no longer and not thousands but millions of 
men will be put back to work all over the United 
States. Then we will all forget our troubles and 
smile once more and take notice that the sky is 
still blue, the sun still shining and the birds still 
singing. 

Crops are going to be wonderful in Californi« 
this year, and the railroads and steamships are 
already fixing to lower the freight rates on them 
so they can be marketed in the east at a good 
profit to the farmer, and maybe you have noticed 
in the years past that whenever the farmer was.

I have seen them at work in the Bowery section 
and east side of New York, in the steel section 
or Pittsburg, over on the west side of Chicago, and 
many other places, and always for ‘good and for 
those who were needy, many way down jin the 
xutter and hungry. I have had a Salvation Army 
lassie hit me a whack on the back with a tam- 
borine and admonish me to “come to Jesus, 
brother!” TI didn't go, because I was afraid to, 
but I always threw a dollar on the base drum and 
felt just a trifle better for it, and always will, if 
I have the dollar, and if I haven't got it I'll get 
a move on and hustle one. If the men of Rich- 
mond will give two-bits apiece, the quota will be 
over-subscribed, twice over. Let’s do it—and,
